Issues Warning 
Forty M ichigan people will lose 
their lives to 
carbon 
monoxide 
poisoning in the next few months 
unless we all give more atention 
to its danger, the Michigan De­ 
partm ent of Health warned today. 
Every year about this time, the 
colorless, odorless 
and 
tasteless 
gas snuffs out the life of a busi­ 
nessman w arm ing up his car in a 
closed garage, of a sleeping fam i­ 
ly unaw are of a defective furnace, 
of transients in a poorly ventilated 
tourist cabin or a 
young 
couple 
parked in a car with 
its 
motor 
running. 
It takes only ten parts of carbon 
m onoxide in ten thousand parts of 
air to put a person to sleep in an 
hour and to kill him in four hours. 
As little as two parts per ten thou­ 
sand will cause headache, nausea 
and dizziness. G reater proportions 
cause unconsciousness and death 
more rapidly. 
Some Precautions 
These are the precautions which 
you m ust observe to protect your­ 
self and your loved ones from the 
danger of carbon monoxide, the 
Health D epartm ent said: 
I. Make sure that all heating ap­ 
pliances in your home are proper­ 
ly vented and that the vents are 
open and w ithout cracks or leaks. 
Have the furnace lining inspected 
to assure that carbon 
monoxide 
©annot leak into the jacket and 


in the Escanaba river up near the 
headquarters. 


heating ducts, no m atter w hether 
you heat with coal, gas or oil. Re­ 
m em ber that where there is smoke 
or smell there is usually carbon 
monoxide, and there may be car­ 
bon monoxide where there is no 
smoke or smell. 
28. Be sure that the carburetor 
on your car is properly adjusted 
and that the exhaust system is ab­ 
solutely tight. Don’t w arm your 
car up by running the engine in 
a closed garage. Keep a window 
open when you drive long dis­ 
tances. Close the fresh air intake 
in congested traffic so that exhaust 
fum es from the car ahead are not 
draw n In. If you begin 
to 
feel 
drowsy, dizzy or slightly nauseat­ 
ed while driving or riding, 
stop 
the car, get out and open all the 
doors. Have the car checked be­ 
fore you drive it again. 
3. Don’t take chances on “park­ 
ing” in an automobile w ith the en­ 
gine running, even with a window 
open. 
4. When you stay in a tourist or 
hunting cabin, make sure that the 
space heater is vented and that the 
vent is open, and for double secu­ 
rity, raise the window before re ­ 
tiring. A bird nest or leaves may 
clog the chimney. 
5. Don’t use a gas or kerosene 
oven or the burners on your stove 
to warm up the kitchen these cool 
mornings. Remember, too, that the 
snug, drowsy feeling you get when 
you sit by the fire place or over 
the hot air register may be due to 
carbon monoxide. 
Open Garage Doors 
If you work in a garage or ser­ 
vice station where cars are re ­ 
paired, be sure that any ,m otor 
running inside the 
building 
is 
vented to the outside of the build­ 
ing. Don’t take any stock in “ozone 
generators” or like equipm ent for 
the elim ination of carbon monox­ 
ide dangers. 
Open all the doors of a house,

Joe Louis Played Leading Role 
In Battle For Racial Equality 
THE defeat of Joe Louis at Madison 
Square Garden in New York Friday 
night marks the end of a career that tran ­ 
scended the field of sports. The progress 
that has been made in racial understand­ 
ing within the past 17 years was the result 
of the work of many people, 
white and 
colored, but it can be said of Joe Louis that 
he played an important role in that pro­ 
gress. 
In his years as heavyweight champion 
of the world, his 
temporary 
retirem ent 
from boxing and later in his campaign to 
regain the title. Joe Louis earned the re­ 
spect of the American people. He was a 
great champion in every sense of the word; 
he was not only a great fighter, one of the 
best in history, but also a great sports­ 
man. 
In 
a 
sense it is unfortunate that the 
career of Joe Louis has ended as it did— 
with the big Negro sprawled helplessly on 
the canvas, knocked out by an up and com­ 
ing youngster, Rocky Marciano. 
It was, 
however, 
almost inevitable that Louis* 
career as a boxer would end that way be­ 
cause it had been evident for some time 


that the Joe Louis of 1951 was hardly more 
then a shadow of the great Joe Louis c 
his championship days. 
Joe Louis ended his career with the same 
spirit of fine sportsmanship that character­ 
ized all of his fighting career. Battered and 
bruised in his dressing room after being 
knocked out by Marciano, Louis said. “It's 
no use crying. The better man won. That’s 
all.” No alibis. 
No white man holding a world's boxing 
championship 
contributed 
more to the 
game than did Joe Louis, the colored boy 
whose story of success is a glorious chapter 
in American freedom of opportunity. 
The boxing career of Joe Louis is ended, 
but he can be proud of his long record as a 
champion. 
And 
he 
can be particularly 
proud of the part tnat he has played in 
bringing the white people of our country 
and their colored brethren closer together. 
There may be many people who will ar­ 
gue that there have been greater fighters 
in boxing history than Joe Louis, but none 
can deny that there has 
never 
been 
a 
greater champion. 


Upper Peninsula Potato Growers 
Have Outstanding Yield Records 
|J*HE record potato yield of 1,061 bushels 
per acre recorded by Rene Van Ackei 
of Wallace in the Menominee county pota­ 
to show is an achievement of outstanding 
merit. 
In Delta county Flank Fslkies of Cor­ 
nell, former Michigan state champion, pro­ 
duced a yield of 924 bushels per acre this 
year, secon dhighest in the state's history. 
Twenty years ago the goal of Michigan 
potato growers was to achieve a yield of 
300 bushels per acre. A “300 bushel club” 
was established to honor those who attain­ 
ed the goal. Today the grower who yields 
300 bushels per acre is entirely out of the 
running. Average yields are steadily push­ 
ing higher In Delta county this year, not at 
all an exceptional year for potato produc­ 
tion, no less than 18 producers showed a 
yield in excess of 500 bushel:: per acre and 
seven of these potato farmers exceeded 600 
bushels per acre. From the standpoint of 
average 
yield, 
Delta 
potato 
producers 
again led the counties of Michigan by a 
substantial margin even though the indi­ 
vidual championship was not captured in 
this county. 
, 
The success of Michigan potato growers 
is due to a major' degree to the work being 
done by the MSC extension service and 
particularly the county agricultural agents 
in 
assisting 
the 
farmers. 
The 
actual 
achievements, of course, are the result of 
the hard work accomplished by the farm ­ 
ers themselves but the leadership has come 
from the county agents.

In Iron 
THE explosive Iranian oil situation has 
received a great deal of attention in 
the world press. 
All sides of the contro­ 
versy have been aired, including the Iran­ 
ian claim that she was getting the short 
end of the stick and socialization of the 
British-owned oil company was the only 
solution. 
This attitude evades the most important 
issue. 
In 
1933, 
the Iranian government 
freely entered into an agreement with the 
oil company which said unequivocally that 
tne terms then established should not be 
altered by eithe radministrative measures 
or executive authority for the time of the 
contract, which was to be 60 years. There­ 
fore, the present issue is not whether a 
government ha^ the right to nationalize en­ 
terprise or not. 
It is whether a govern­ 
ment’s soleipnm word is good.

Vacuum Oil company, 
said in a •compre­ 
hensive discussion of the Iranian situation 
and its historical background, "We must 
all agree that if sovereign governments are 
going to abrogate 
contracts 
unilaterally 
whenever it suits their purpose, there will 
be n obasis for international 
commercial 
relationships. . . Faith in some spoken oi 
written contract is a prerequisite to every 
business deal. International business is ne 
different. . . 
“Recognition of property rights and the 
sanctity of contracts is essential. Wherever 
there is an attempt to violate these prin­ 
ciples, then we, as a country, should make 
it known that we expect any nation to dis- 
charg 
econtractual 
obligations 
freely 
made.” 
There is the real issue. It is a direct 
question of economic and political morality 
—and of tne honor and principle of na­ 
tions The goal of wcild cooperation for 
the benefit of peoples will be forever un 
attainable if governments cynically violate 
their word at will.

“official business” in South America, the 
Pacific islands, the Mediterranean and oth­ 
er faraway places. 
It is interesting to note that not a single 
congressman has asked to go 
to 
Korea, 
where the weather is growing bitter cold 
and accommotions aren't so comfortable. 
With winter approaching, 
the greatest 
congressional interest seems to be in South 
America, as compared with Alaska in the 
summer. More than two dozen congress­ 
men have signed up for “surveys” of sunny 
South America in November and Decem­ 
ber. However, other tours are also planned 
through Europe, 
the Middle East 
and 
around the world. 
While some of these trips are pure jun­ 
kets, this columnist is of the opinion that 
some make worth-while additions to a 
congressman’s store of knowledge at a time 
when the American defense line extends 
from Korea to the Rhine. However, since 
the taxpayer pays for the air travel, the 
public is entitled to know the travel pro­ 
gram and judge for itself. 
Here are the 
chief itineraries: 
First to light out for a foreign vacation 
were Congressmen Monroe Redden, North 
Carolina Democrat, and Fred 
Crawford, 
Michigan Republican. They represent the 
House interior committee, chiefly concern­ 
ed with domestic matters. 
However, the 
congressmen explained solemnly to the 
Air Force that they had to inspect the Pa­ 
cific territories entrusted to us under the 
peace treaty and they then headed for the 
Pacific by way of Paris, Geneva, Cairo and 
Bangkok.

But the rites they perform­ 
ed at this season were precisely 
the same in significance as those

all 
agricultural 
peoples 
everywhere have 
performed 
at 
this period, and from them the 
Christian celebration 
of 
Hallo­ 
ween stems directly. 
Thanks To God 
This is fhe season of the in­ 
gathering of 
the 
harvest. 
The 
American Indian at this time turn­ 
ed toward his gods to give thanks 
for the bounty of the fields. 
The 
rites and prayers for this occasion, 
however, were distinct from those 
w'hich came at the very end of 
the harvest time—our present-day 
Thanksgiving season. 
The American Indian combined 
deep solemnity with games and 
relaxation at Halloween time. But 
first of all the occasion was one 
to be marked with respect and re­ 
ligious fervor; then, 
after 
that 
lengthy vigil had been kept, the 
time for play and for great feast­ 
ing was at hand. 
Especially among tile tribes of 
the Southwest, a very ceremonial 
people and notably advanced in 
civilization, the harvest home fes­ 
tival reached large proportions in 
every way. There 
were 
specific 
dances and rituals, the most or­ 
nately beautiful 
costumes 
were 
used, and every person took part 
in some phase of the ceremony. 
The basket dance of the Hopi In­ 
dians was an impressive part of 
the celebration, and the gay col­ 
orings of the baskets, held up as 
a shield by the women of the tribe 
added to the picturesque quality 
of the aboriginal rites. 
Among the Zuni, also. the har­ 
vest home festival was strictly ob­ 
served. 
Indeed, virtually all of 
the Southwestern 
Indians 
made 
much of this occasion. 


dances, fearing, prayers, but with­ 
out the minutiae employed by the 
tribes of the Southwest. 
Their 
feelings of gratitude undoubtedly 
were quite as genuine, but, not 
being quite so ceremonial a peo­ 
ple, 
their 
ritual 
was 
simpler. 
Everywhere among the Indians, 
however, the feasting and fun- 
making came only after due regard 
had been paid to the solemnity of 
the occasion and to its high spirit­ 
ual and sacred import. 
That has been very largely lost 
in the holiday of Halloween as it 
will be marked 
most 
generally 
through this country tomorrow. 
Nowhere is better illustrated the 
unity of man’s basic impulse than 
in the striking similarity of holi­ 
day customs among the peoples of 
the earth; primitive peoples es­ 
pecially. 
And the harvest home 
or Halloween celebration is a par­ 
ticularly interesting example. 
Traced To Indian 
The Halloween that young Am­ 
erica of today celebrates w^th such 
glee thus finds a lineal ancestor 
in the harvest home of the Amer­ 
ican Indian. But even long before 
the dawn of written history primi­ 
tive man at this season turned his 
face heavenward, thanked his gods 
for the harvest of the fields or the 
bounty of the fields and streams, 
and then, his prayers and ritual 
completed, gave himself over to 
games and rejoicing, to feasting 
and to literal intoxication. 
An early mention of this cele­ 
bration is found in Roman w rit­ 
ings. 
Then the name of the god­ 
dess Pomona appears in associa­ 
tion with it. 
The lites of the Druids of Eng­ 
land have made perhaps the larg­ 
est impress upon the character of 
the Halloween celebration. 
Vir­ 
tually every important factor in 
the Druidic harvest home festival 
finds a counterpart in the cere­ 
monies of certain American In­ 
dian tribes. 
The Druids and the 
American Indians both built huge 
bonfires—still a part of our Hal­ 
loween festival—to ward off evil 
spirits. 
And Druids and Ameri­ 
can Indians were but following 
the most ancient of traditions in 
extinguishing the old fires and 
lighting new ones to signalize the 
changing season.

Variations of Custom 
Countless 
variations 
of 
this 
custom, through the use of other 
symbols, survive not only in Eng­ 
land but in the United States and 
many other parts of the world. 
Through these customs one can 
see down the long vista of years 
to man in his most primitive state, 
when he cast about for signs to 
guide him and when he enlivened 
the long nights of 
Autumn 
and 
Winter with divertisements which 
still appeal. 
Here in America one ducks for 
apples—part of the harvest. 
A 
feast is prepared and games are 
played. 
Apple parings are used 
to tell fortunes. 
Costumes are 
donned and the youngsters ring 
doorbells—at the very least, al­ 
though rowdyism is everywhere 
discouraged for 
community 
fun 
fests. 
In doing these things we 
are following perhaps the most 
ancient of all traditions, although 
we neglect, in most instances, the 
sincerity of prayer and thanksgiv­ 
ing that marked the early celebra­ 
tions. 
The present Halloween festival 
came into being when Roman and 
Druidic beliefs and customs were 
merged in the new holiday brought 
by the priests of early Christianity. 
It was difficult to stamp out the 
mystery and symbolism of the last 
night of October, so a compromise 
was affected by the *nissionaries. 
To offset the black magic of Druid 
superstitions the next day was de­ 
clared All Saints’ Day, and the 
evening preceding it was renamed 
hallowed or holy evening. 
It is 
easy to see how the latter was 
corrupted in popular parlance to 
become Halloween. 
In the old days among the In­ 
dians the October festivals, while 
participated in by the entire tribe, 
included as their most significant 
feature the prayers 
and 
rituals 
which were carried on by the chief 
personages in secret in a special 
lodge or wigwam set aside for the 
purpose. 
No greater honor couki 
come to an Indian than to be de­ 
signated as one permitted to take 
part in these secret and most 
sacred rites. 
Much—but by no 
means all—of this distinctive rit­ 
ualistic ceremony has been fading 
from Indian life, especially during 
the last twenty-five years. 
An interesting Halloween cus­ 
tom that prevails to this day in 
parts of Ireland and Scotland is 
the preparation of a bowl full of 
mashed potatoes, 
parsnips, 
and 
chopped onions. 
Into this 
mix­ 
ture, which is named call-cannon, 
a gold ring is concealed. At din­ 
ner each guest helps himself to a 
generous portion and the one re­ 
ceiving the ring will be married 
within the year; or, 
if 
already 
married will have good luck. 
A 
loaf cake sometimes is substituted 
for the bowl mixture and a key 
and ring hidden in it. 
The key 
signifies a journey; the ring mar­ 
riage or good luck.

STEEL AND SCHOOLS—In the closing 
hours of Congress a small revolt broke out 
in behalf of the schools. * 
Michigan’s 
junior 
senator, 
Blair 
Moody, says the revolt 
“promises 
to 
avert a serious, nation-wide crisis in ele­ 
mentary education.” 
A bi-partisan Senate resolution sponsor­ 
ed by three senators 
(including Moody), 
was passed calling on National Production 
Administrator Manly Fleischmann to “al­ 
locate sufficient metals to school construc­ 
tion for the first quarter of 1952 to protect 
the health and educational standards of the 
nation.” 
The nation is reported to have an “in­ 
adequate supply of scarce metals” and the 
national defense program is largely re­ 
sponsible. 
The schools were given an insufficient 
allotment of steel and other metals to 
meet minimum demands for new school 
construction to care for the booming en­ 
rollment. 
• 
* 
• 


HOW IT IS DONE—Handling of steel 
for the nation under allotment is a difficult 
business at best. Fleischmann has no easy 
job. 
But the whole system should be exam­ 
ined to determine whether allocations of 
scarce metals is being done according to 
need or to the degree of pressure applied. 
Essential 
public 
projects—and 
the 
schools are among such works—cannot 
wait out the indefinite “emergency” be­ 
fore receiving steel. 
Such needs must be known and met so 
far as possible or the whole system of al­ 
location will collapse, to the detriment of 
national defense as well as necessary civ­ 
ilian projects. 
Educators, 
local officials, 
and local 
communities should not have to obtain 
steel by seeing who can cause the most 
noise at Mr. Fleischmann’* back door.

THEY GOT STEEL—In the 
present 
scramble there is no choice but to use in­ 
fluence that can be mastered in Washing­ 
ton to support request for steel and obtain 
allocations and deliveries. 
The alternative would be to do without 
and let the steel go elsewhere. 
Escanaba is receiving steel for its wa­ 
ter filtration and propane gas plants— 
but only through the intervention 
of 
Senators Moody and Ferguson and Con­ 
gressman Charles Potter. 
Escanaba City Manager A. V. Aronson 
recently paid public tribute to the three 
for their assistance in behalf of the city. 
We mention this only because it indi­ 
cates the apparent muddle in metals allo­ 
cation and the necessity to turn to elected 
representatives of the people to obtain ac­ 
tion.

THE 
WISER 
COURSE—The need for 
additional school buildings is particularly 
acute. For the nation as a whole a total of 
2,500,000 more children will be 
entering 
school in September next year. 
School 
officials 
and 
friends of the 
schools feel that one-half of one per cent 
of the nation’s steel supply that has been 
laid aside for educational purposes is 
disproportionately low. 
An additional allotment of 100,000 tons 
of steel, as recommended in the Senate, is 
roughly double the amount that 
would 
otherwise be available in the first quarter 
of 1952—even though it would not take 
care of all the stated requirements of the 
schools. 
It is well that this has been done to 
meet an immediate and obvious emer­ 
gency for the schools, 
but 
the 
wiser 
course would be to give the schools a de­ 
servedly higher allocation for the years 
to come. 
Metals allocations should be fair aud 
equitable and there should be no necessity 
foi string pulling or special influence to 
obtain approvals. 


Power With Words

USE THE RIGHT WORD 
—IN THE RIGHT WAY 
Our language is so beautifully flexible 
that with the right word, we can express 
our thought exactly—if we possess that 
word in our vocabulary. No other language 
in the world has the same degree of flexi­ 
bility. German, for example, must often 
attach word to word, and sometimes more 
words to tiiat, in order lo get a result tiiat 
we have in a single word. That is true also 
of the Russian, the Scandinavian and other 
tongues. French, like Italian and Spanish, 
although so graceful and expressive that 
we have first borrowed many 
of 
then 
words and then adopted them as our own, 
must often pursue a roundabout course to 
equal once English word. 
But the right word must also be spoken 
lightly, or its effect is lost. Thus, recently, 
a radio newscaster had 
put 
the 
word 
“inure” into his script. That is an excellent 
word, one perfectly fitted to carry the in­ 
tended meaning. He was speaking of the 
training given to the young man being in­ 
ducted into the army, especially to the ex­ 
ercises for toughening their muscles and 
putting them into physical condition to re­ 
sist exposure. But he said, “exercise to n\- 
URR the new soldiers to the rigors of 
war,” and his listeners didn’t know what 
he meant. He 
should 
have 
said 
“in- 
YOOR.” 
This speaker could have used either “ac­ 
custom” or “harden” or “habituate,” but 
the meaning would not have been quite 
the same without additional words. “Ac­ 
custom” (un-CUSS-tum) and “habituate” 
(huh-BICH-oo-ate), respectively, 
to be­ 
come familiar with through 
custom 
or 
habit of exposure to it, yet never get into 
physical condition to resist exposure to it. 
“Harden” 
(HAR-dun) 
or 
“toughen” 
(TUFF-un) come closer to the meaning of 
“inure.” They mean, respectively, to be 
able to endure hardships and to be able to 
endure fatigue. Both of these nations ar* 
carried by the one word “inure.” 
Probably this newscaster had used “in­ 
u it” 
previously 
in 
conversation 
with 
friends, and had always mispronounced it. 
It is not a word that is apt to enter daily 
use, however, and his friends may have 
been too courteous to correct him, or, pos­ 
sibly. may not have known that he was 
wrong.

He said that 
Protestants 
neverthelss, 
always 
in a spirit of love “need to out­ 
live, and if need be out-die those 
who would taken away our way 
of life”, just as 
did 
the 
early 
Christians 
when 
they 
were 
threatened 
by 
anti - Christian 
forces. We must make bold 
to 
assert the heritage in which we 
believe, he said. The Reformation 
was not a break from the orig­ 
inal church of Christ, but a return 
to its principles as taught in the 
New Testament. 
Mr. Wright then proceeded 
to 
review the basic tenets 
of 
the 
Protestant faith. First, the Bible, 
not the Church is the rule, the 
authority and the guide for living 
to those who seek its help under 
the guidance of the Holy Spirit, 
he declared. It is 
the 
inspired 
word of God, which brings the 
good news of salvation not only 
to the clergy but to all men of 
every age; to Luther it brought 
peace at last when all the pre­ 
scribed practices of 
the 
church 
had failed. Second, we believe in 
the priesthood of all believers. All 
individuals 
having been created 
equal in worth and dignity can 
i go directly to God and need no 
' further 
intercessor 
than 
Jesus 
Christ. This belief in the equality 
of man is also the very heart of 
democratic 
government. 
Third, 
man is justified 
by 
faith 
and 
through Grace. 
The 
stature of 
God must not be decreased by 
our bartering for salvation with 
good works and the serving of 
rules. Faith does not 
ask 
what 
good works need to be done; it 
already has them done 
as 
the 
fruits of faith. Fourth, we believe 
the basic tenent of human free­ 
dom. We owre a debt of gratitude 
to the great reformers who be­ 
lieving in the equal worth of the 
individual before God 
won 
our 
ecclesiastical freedom; 
and 
we 
owe a debt of gratitude 
to 
our 
pioneer forefathers who won our 
dem ocratic’way of life in Amer­ 
ica on the 
same 
basis. 
Where 
Protestanism has gone, freedom 
has come; 
where 
Protestanism 
goes intolerable must flee. 
Heritage and Freedom 
In closing Mr. Wright warned 
his listeners to permit no change 
in the policy 
of 
separation 
of 
church and 
state. 
He 
warned 
them to cherish our freedom of 
religion, government and educa­ 
tion so dearly bought, that we 
may never loose our rich heritage, 
“God helping us”.

Winnie Churchill Takes Over British 
Government Physically Fit Though 77 


LONDON— (JP) — In his 
77th 
year W inston Churchill resum es 
charge of B ritish destiny. 
He picks up w here he left off in 
1943, when B ritain basked in the 
flush of victory 
over 
Germany 
Many called him the architect of 
that victory. 
But he was turned out, and now 
after more than six bleak years the 
people have recalled the old cap­ 
tain to his command. He is going 
back to IO Downing street, where 
prim e m inisters of Britain work 
and live. For half the globe it is, 
from a political point of view, the 
,most im portant address 
in 
the 
world. 
Still Fighting Fit 
It comes as a bit of a shock to 
m any Britons that a living Win­ 
ston Churchill, in radiant health 
and still fighting fit, should again 
assume the m anagem ent of his 
m ajesty’s affairs, and inject spunk 
into policy. 
“It isn’t easy living with Mr. 
Churchill as prim e m inister,” says 
the green-grocer’s wife. 
“Not easy, but you know you are 
alive,” says her customer. “Maybe 
with him in charge the world will 
get back into the habit 
of 
re­ 
specting the B ritish.” 
With Churchill back there was 
bound to be a tension in the air— 
a feeling th at great and exciting 
events were im pending—a vast 
turning of the corner—now that an 
old 
powerhouse of a personality 
was restored to look after British 
interests. 
All sorts of things 
were being 
said: 
The Iranians had better watch 
* their step or W innie will hit ’em 
with a cruiser. No they won’t, the 
Iranians will get a fair settlem ent 
for their oil, and an honorable deal 
to m ake them happy. 
There will be w ar in Egypt. 
Not unless the Egyptians start it, 
and then of course they will be 
sorry. 
Pensions will be trim m ed and 
the health service crippled. Don’t 
be silly, Churchill started these 
plans and will run them right. 
There will be unem ploym ent and 
bred lines from here to Canter­ 
bury. Not with all the work that 
comes 
from 
rearm am ent, 
and 
housing 
and 
modernization 
of 
mining and industry. 
B ritain will get tangled up in 
Am erican schemes, and involved 
all over the world in capitalistic 
plots. Forget it, Churchill knows 
how to handle A m ericu s. His 
m other was an American, wasn’t 
she? 
We’ll get into trouble with Rus­ 
sia. Maybe, but Churchill won’t 
pull the trigger. 
Winnie Prom ised Little 
T hat’s how men in the streets 
and shops reflect 
concern 
over 
w hat a radical change in govern­ 
m ent may bring. Churchill com­ 
m itted homself only in broadest 
generalities and observed in sev­ 
eral cam paign addresses that he 
was prom ising very little. 
But most British, those who sup­ 
ported him and those who didn’t, 
do expect that he will bring vigor

to the governm ent, and that B rit­ 
ain w ill speak with a voice of au­ 
thority. He is expected to m ake his 
influence felt in the United N a­ 
tions, to stand fast against Com­ 
m unism , to labor for a United Eu­ 
rope and to m ake the closest pos­ 
sible w orking arrangem ents w ith 
the U nited States. 
M any Britons find it com fort­ 
ing to think that Churchill con­ 
nects them w ith an age in which 
no one doubted the em pire’s great­ 
ness. 
M any can’t recall a tim e when 
he was not a dom inating and of­ 
ten a controversial figure in n a­ 
tional affairs. He represents con­ 
tinuity. He got his first commis­ 
sion in the British 
arm y 
from 
Queen Victoria in 1895. 
His m ilitary experience span­ 
ned the period between the caval­ 
rym an’s saber 
and 
the 
atomic 
bomb. He was associated with de­ 
velopm ent of the tank in the first 
World W ar. 
Held Many Offices 
In politics he has 
held 
just 
about every office the British peo­ 
ple could give him, culm inating 
with the posts of prim e m inister, 
m inister for defense and first lord 
of the treasury 1940-45. 
There w ere other decorative and 
practical m inor offices, and v irtu ­ 
ally all of his adult life he has 
been a m em ber 
of 
Parliam ent, 
since 1945 the leader of the oppo­ 
sition. He was a 
Liberal 
party 
m em ber 
co-w orker 
of 
Lloyd 
George and Asquith, but turned 
into the most stalw art of conserva­ 
tives. 
That is the political record, and 
in a C hurchill governm ent no m i­ 
nor m inister dares assum e the 
boss doesin’t know the ins and outs 
of all departm ents. Men who work 
for Churchill wrork like dogs, al­ 
ternately lashed and cajoled by 


a chief who is tireless and has 
faced just about every conceiv­ 
able job. W hile the juniors are 
resting, the chief paints pictures, 
builds stone walls, attends to his 
garden and writes his monumen­ 
tal books. 
Typical of his writings is his 
work on the life of a famous an­ 
cestor, the Duke of M arlborough. 
So prodigious was Churchill’s re ­ 
search, and so fluid his pen, that 
the record stretches into four fat 
volumes of m ore than 2,000 pag­ 
es. Now he w rites as he runs, and 
while a staff of secretaries m ust 
be credited w ith much of the re ­ 
search, Churchill makes the lan­ 
guage sing and the rhetoric roll. 
Samples Of Eloquence 
His 
over-all 
m anagem ent 
of 
B ritain’s part in the war—getting 
materials, soothing allies, hand­ 
ling tem peram ental m arshals and 
inspiring the home front and the 
world—was a terrific achievement. 
He was physically and spiritually 
courageous, and some of the words 
he spoke so eloquently 
live 
as 
classics of dauntlessness. Here are 
some of them: 
“We’re fighting 
by 
ourselves 
alone, but we are not fighting for 
ourselves alone.” (After the fall 
of France.) 
“Never in the field of hum an

m any to so few .” (Tribute to the 
R. A. F.) 
“If we can stand up to him (Hit­ 
ler), all Europe will be free. Let 
us therefore brace ourselves for 
our duties, and so bear ourselves 
th at if the British empire and its 
commonwealth last for a thousand 
years, men will still say. ‘This was 
their finest hour.’ ” (A speech ear­ 
ly in the war.) 
Churchill, who will be 77 Nov. 30, 
shows his age, but not all of it. 
His health has pleased the physi­ 
cians who watch over him. A man 
of full figure, he walks ponderous­ 
ly, and there are sags under his 
eyes. His hair, once red, is white 
and wispy. His complexion, com­ 
pared with that of the ruddy citi­ 
zens who listened to his campaign 
oratory, is pale from too much sit­ 
ting at his desk at night. His voice 
growls and rasps, but his infinite 
m odulations can be tender, jocu­ 
lar or bitter to suit the mood. He 
rem ains a great and moving ora­ 
tor. 
He wears such a bow tie as he 
wore for photographs half a cen­ 
tury ago, blue with white polka 
dote. His high black hat and the 
wide black coat are correct parli­ 
am entary attire. If he doesn’t have 
a long cigar in his hand, it is be­ 
cause he has mislaid it somewhere. 
He has the old relish for good liv­ 
ing, and that means food, drink, 
and physical comfort. A friend of 
his observed: 
“W inston’s tastes are simple. All 
he wants is the best.”

Construction of a new silotype 
coal storage building is expected 
to be started this 
week at 
the 
plant of the Mead Corporation, 
Manistique Division, 
it 
is 
an­ 
nounced by R. G. Hentschell, di­ 
visional manager. 
The structure, to be constructed 
of two and one-half inch concrete 
tile, will be 14 feet in diameter on 
the inside and will be 25 feet high.

Also to be built is a new bucket 
conveyor which will lift coal from
